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Plans for 
future of 
town get 
approval 

PLANS to make the most 
out of Halesowen have been 
approved by Dudley Bor¬ 
ough Council. 

The Halesowen Area 
Action Plan was drawn up 
earlier this year to guide 
new investment and pin¬ 
point places for new shops, 
homes and leisure develop¬ 
ments. 

Councillor Ken Turner 
said of the plan: “It’s an 
opportunity to herald Dud¬ 
ley borough to the world. 

“People coming from the 
south of the borough first 
meet Halesowen so we need 
to be ambitious and deter¬ 
mined in what we’re offer¬ 
ing. We can’t pussyfoot 
around.” 

The plan found there were 
too many car parking spaces 
and suggested some could be 
removed to make way for 
shops and businesses. 

Councillor Turner added: 
“You could attract a depart¬ 
mental store maybe or a 
quality supermarket or even 
a distribution centre with 
the roads infrastructure 
that is already there.” 

One site suggested was 
Trinity Point office block 
and the High Street car 
park. Council bosses also 
want more people to live in 
the town centre. 

The plan was accepted by 
the full council and it is 
hoped it will be submitted to 
the Planning Inspectorate 
early next year. 

Theft forces 
gym to shut 

A GYM and leisure centre in 
Brierley Hill was closed 
after thieves stripped copper 
piping from the water sys¬ 
tem. 

Members turning up yes¬ 
terday expecting to enjoy the 
gym, indoor swimming pool, 
tennis and other facilities at 
the David Lloyd complex, 
Pensnett Road complex 
were sent home again. 

West Midlands Police are 
investigating the theft from 
inside plant room, are 
reviewing the club’s CCTV 
footage. The club, which was 
left with no water, was due 
to reopen today (Thur). 


MARKET GO-AHEAD 
BUT NO GOODWILL

COUNCILLORS have struck a compromise over contro¬ 
versial plans for a Christmas market in Halesowen, which 
sparked protest from other traders in the town. 

But Halesowen Chamber of Trade and the town’s Cornbow Centre were still 
not happy after Dudley licensing sub committee decided to let the festive market 
go ahead for only two days, rather than the whole of the week leading up to 
Christmas. This week’s sub committee had heard complaints that the stalls 


Engineering 
firm's joy at 
£10m orders 

HALESOWEN engineering firm Thompson 
is flying the flag for UK manufacturing after 
winning £10 million of new orders around the 
world. 

The company is to build nine of its friction 
welding machines for customers in Asia, 
Europe and the Americas. 

Thompson, which can trace its roots back 
to the John Thompson boiler making busi¬ 
ness established in Bilston in the 1830s, 
makes machines that use the intense heat 
from friction to weld materials together. 

The firm, in Hereward Rise, has just 
clinched its biggest-ever single order to sup¬ 
ply six machines to factories in Mexico and 
the USA, where they will be used by a major 
manufacturing firm to make piston rods. 

In addition Thompson has won contracts 
from a Chinese truck axle manufacturer 
and two Swedish companies will use the 
engineer’s machines to make drill pipes and 
electrical connectors. 

To cope with its bulging order book, 
Thompson has taken on a temporary fac¬ 
tory in Tamworth and moved six staff there. 

Although the surge in business will not 
create any additional jobs, it secures the 
position of Thompson’s 80 strong work¬ 
force. Sales director Nick Edge said: “It’s 
tremendous news in a very challenging mar¬ 
ketplace and a reflection of the hard work 
and dedication of all the workforce.

would deprive shops of income. 

Members gave the go-ahead for the farm¬ 
ers and craft market to open only on the 
Friday and Saturday, December 21 and 22 
- but not on December 18, 19 and 20. 

But the chairman of the chamber said 
shopkeepers would still not be content. 

Bescot Promotions, which already runs 
Halesowen markets on the second, fourth 
and fifth Saturday of every month, had 
hoped to hold the special session for five 
days from December 18 to 22. 

But there were fears it would take trade 
away from shops during the best trading 
week of the year. 

Chamber chairman Steve Fitzpatrick 
told the sub-committee: “We feel that to 
run a market down there for the whole of 
Christmas week would take trade away 
from shops. 

“The shops depend on Christmas trade to 
take them through January and February. 

“The shops don't need to have the mar¬ 
ket - they need to survive in Halesowen 
town centre.” 

Power 

Eve O’Connor, manager of the Cornbow 
shopping centre, said WHSmith’s frontage 
was “completely obliterated” by the mar¬ 
ket, and trade was down on the days the 
stalls were there. 

She said shoppers had only a certain 
amount of money and the market was 
“splitting” their spending power, leaving 
less to spend in stores. 

Councillor Ken Turner said: “Traders, 
predominantly in Peckingham Street, are 
having extreme difficulty and two of them 
have intimated there’s a possibility of hav¬ 
ing to review their trading in the town.” 

Bescot Promotions managing director 
Steve Evans told the sub-committee that 
Warwick Butchers, Thorntons, a cafe and a 
hairdressers’ had told him that market 
days boosted their own trade. 

“If a Christmas market came to Hale¬ 
sowen everyone would benefit - it will bring 
people into the town,” he said.

Wedding 
blamed 
for road 
offences 

A MAN caught speeding in 
Halesowen with no insur¬ 
ance has told magistrates it 
was because of his approach¬ 
ing wedding. 

Steven Hunt, aged 27, was 
due to get married on 
August 10 but, in the week 
before that, he was caught 
twice by police for driving 
offences on the same road. 

And it cost him more than 
£800. 

On August 4, he was 
caught driving at 43mph on 
the 30mph-limit Hunt- 
ingtree Road and with no 
insurance. 

Three days later he was 
caught driving with no 
licence and no insurance. 

He told Dudley Magis¬ 
trates’ Court: “I was getting 
married on August 10 and 
everything slipped my mind. 

“I was due to renew my 
insurance earlier that 
month but I was under 
stress with the wedding and 
forgot.” 

Pleading guilty to all 
charges, he told the court he 
worked as a plasterer and, 
along with his teacher wife, 
supported two children. 

Magistrates fined him 
£400 for the first offences 
and a further £320 for the 
second day’s. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£100 towards prosecution 
costs and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Hunt, of Wallows Road, 
Brierley Hill, faces a total 
bill of £835.

COST-CUTTING plans that would 
see parking charges rise, youth serv¬ 
ices slashed and some home care for 
the elderly withdrawn has been 
branded a “budget of despair” by 
opposition councillors in Dudley. 

Dudley Metropolitan Borough 
Council’s full council on Monday 
heard the opening shots fired in a 
budget debate that will last until the 
financial blueprint comes up for 
approval on March 4. 

Parks and streets will not be 
maintained as often and garden 


waste would go uncollected for five 
months of the year under plans to 
save £22 million over three years. 

Councillor David Blood, Conser¬ 
vative councillor for Kingswinford 
South, said: “We believe this budget 
is one of despair. It’s cowardly and it 
would appear that seven months 
after being elected, the controlling 
Labour group have no ideas to put 
forward.” 

His fellow councillor and minority 
leader Les Jones said: “We would 
have made the decision to protect 


frontline services and I don’t think 
they’ve made moves to do so. 

“The current administration is 
lazy, naive, dogmatic and, quite 
frankly, borderline incompetent.” 

The council has already slashed 
£30 million since 2010, seeing 487 
voluntary redundancies and 74 com¬ 
pulsory redundancies. 

Council leader David Sparks said: 
“The costs we are now facing are 
because the Government has failed 
to meet its targets.” He had previ¬ 
ously described the authority as 


despair 

being in a “financial straitjacket”, 
with no choice but to make massive 
cuts to claw back the £22 million. 

The council was told, however, 
that because they did not need to 
fund schools that had become acad¬ 
emies, they could see an extra £1.1 
million in savings. Also, various 
changes proposed to council tax 
regarding empty houses could save 
another £1.5 million annually. 

The proposals include introducing 
wheelie bins and shortening the col¬ 
lection period for garden waste. 


Vandal-hit cemetery 
cleared by volunteers 


A CEMETERY in Halesowen 
that has been blighted by 
vandalism has been 
cleaned up by volunteer 
students. 

St Peter’s Church, in on High 
Street, has had stained glass win¬ 
dows smashed and metal railings 
stolen from its graveyard in recent 
weeks. 

The eight learners from City of 
Wolverhampton College, who are on 
a 12-week programme with employ¬ 
ment charity the Prince’s Trust, 
spent two weeks cutting down bram¬ 
bles that had grown over the head¬ 
stones. 

They raised the £450 needed for 
the project by bag packing at Asda 
and Iceland in Halesowen and tak¬ 
ing part in a sponsored fancy dress 
walk. 

Team leader Jo Lewis said: “The 
team have worked extremely hard 
on this project and it is great to see 
all their hard work, with a fantastic 
finishing result. 

Positive 

“After being blighted with vandal¬ 
ism I can only hope that St Peter’s 
Church is now given the respect it 
deserves and that crime is brought 
down within the area. 

“Young people are not often 
reflected in the best light and I hope 
from this we receive a more positive 
attitude about young people today.” 

The Rev Katryn Leclezio, the 
vicar of St Peter’s, said: “We are 
extremely grateful and what the 
charity is doing is fantastic gener¬ 
ally. 

“This projects affects the whole 
community and we have had a lot of 
positive feedback.” 

The Prince’s Trust Programme is 
a personal development course for 
16-25 year olds, both unemployed 
and employed, that aims to help 
young people develop their confi¬ 
dence, motivation and skills. 

The project forms the community 
programme element of the course, 
where the students are asked to give 
their time and energy to an activity 
that would have a long-lasting 
impact on the local community.

Firm on track with rail-link proposal 


DUDLEY could have a new railway 
link under £5 million plans to open 
a passenger line on a freight track. 

A new Metro-style station would 
be built close to Dudley Southern 
Bypass in the Blowers Green area, 
under the proposals. 

Officials are looking to open a 
light rail service from Stourbridge to 
Dudley incorporating The Water¬ 
front in Brierley Hill near the Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre. Engineering 
company Parry People Movers is 


working on the scheme. The Cradley 
Heath-based firm already runs a 
service on the Stourbridge branch 
line between the Town and Junction 
stations. 

Bosses have already outlined 
Ians to open the freight line 
etween Stourbridge Junction and 
the former Round Oak station in 
Brierley Hill. 

Three metro-style stations would 
be built serving passenger railcars 
on a four-mile section to link with 


mainline services at Stourbridge to 
Birmingham, Worcester and Lon¬ 
don. But bosses believe a Dudley 
extension would be more cost effec¬ 
tive. 

Chief executive John Parry said 
he hoped the plans will be consid¬ 
ered by the West Midlands Trans¬ 
port Authority, Centro, along with 
Network Rail and Dudley Council. 

“It adds more weight to the 
scheme to bring it into Dudley ,” he 
said. 


Burglar 
smeared 
his blood 
at house 

A MAN who smeared his 
own blood on the wall of a 
house he burgled was caught 
after police traced him 
through DNA evidence. 

Wayne Dandy, aged 32, 
had broken into a flat on 
Bredon Court, Halesowen, 
and stolen a water tank 
worth £300 between Febru¬ 
ary 20 and 23. 

Mr Jonas Bloom, defend¬ 
ing, told Dudley Magis¬ 
trates’ Court: “The walls 
were smeared with blood 
and as a result of forensic 
examination it was tied to 
Mr Dandy.” 

Dandy, of Pickersley 
Close, Halesowen, pleaded 
guilty to the burglary. 

The court was also told he 
had tested positive for 
cocaine and opiates when he 
was taken to the police sta¬ 
tion after his arrest. 

Dandy had progressed in 
the crime stakes from com¬ 
mitting a robbery in 2001 to 
his first burglary in 2005 
and a conviction for carrying 
an offensive weapon in 2008. 

Two years ago he commit¬ 
ted his first house burglary. 

Magistrates sent him to 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for sentence on 
December 18.

A CHILDREN’S care home 
in Halesowen has been ear¬ 
marked for closure by coun¬ 
cil bosses. South Acre, a 
six-bedroom home in How- 
ley Grange, will shut under 
plans approved by Birming¬ 
ham City Council. 

The authority is looking 
to close five of its 17 chil¬ 
dren’s homes as part of an 
on-going move towards plac¬ 
ing looked-after children in 
family settings. 

South Acre provides 
accommodation for young 
people with difficult and 
challenging behaviours. 
They will spend an average 
of two years at the home. 

Staff and unions were 
consulted on the plans dur¬ 
ing the summer.

AN annual giveaway of 
Christmas shopping vouch¬ 
ers is being launched for 
pensioners in Kinver - but 
organisers have warned 
they will clamp down on 
gatecrashers living outside 
the area.

The vouchers will be dis¬ 
tributed at Kinver Senior 
Citizens Rooms on Decem¬ 
ber 7 from 9.30am to 2pm.

Firefighers from Dudley 
tackled the fire and stopped 
the flames spreading.

Church is set to get £80,000 improvements 


A CHURCH in Lye is being given a five- 
figure facelift to improve facilities for 
worshippers and community groups. 

The United Church in Upper High 
Street has been awarded cash from The 
Ibstock Cory Environmental Trust 
towards some of the renovation work. 

The project which in total is costing just 
under £80,000 includes upgrading the 
heating system and repairing and insu¬ 
lating the roof. 

A lift has also been installed. 

Disabled facilities including a unisex 
toilet are also being fitted at the church, 


which serves Methodist and United 
Reformed denominations, in the New 
Year. 

About 50 people attend the weekly 
services but the church building can be 
used by up to 200. 

Classes 

It is used for two luncheon clubs, coffee 
mornings and art classes. 

The building is also used by a dance 
school, karate club and the Boys and Girls 
Brigades. A grant of £15,000 has been 
awarded by the Ibstock Cory Environ¬ 


mental Trust and has been used to repair 
and insulate the roof. 

Church treasurer Iliffe Attwood said 
members were very grateful to receive 
the grant. 

“The roof was leaking and had no insu¬ 
lation so it was a real mess. But now it has 
been fixed. 

“We’ve had a lift put in and after 
Christmas the builders are coming back 
to put in a unisex, disabled toilet. 

“We are really pleased this work is 
being carried out. 

“The church is not just used on 


Sundays, it is used every day of the week, ” 
she added. 

The church, which has raised cash itself 
for the rest of the work, has been based in 
its current premises, which was once the 
Liberal Club, since 1979. 

The Ibstock Cory Environmental Trust 
was established in February 2001 in con¬ 
junction with Ibstock Brick Limited and 
Cory Environmental Ltd and funded 
through the Landfill Tax Credit Scheme. 

To date it has supported 250 projects 
and funding totalling £4.3million has 
been approved.

Stephen Methuen was treasurer for both Amblecote

period, he embezzled the 
evangelical church out of 
an estimated £400,000 and 
the charity out of more 
than £100,000. 

At a court hearing on 
November 22 he was 
ordered to pay back just £1 
because he had “no avail¬ 
able assets”. 

Methuen, of Smalman 
Close, Wordsley, had 
earlier admitted 16 counts 
of fraud, 

Pastor Adrian Lowe, 
from Amblecote Christian 
Centre, said he was sad¬ 
dened by the decision 
although it admits it had 
been expected. 

“Very little, if any, of the 
funds will be recovered” he 
said. 

“Steve is only weeks into 
his prison sentence with 
the likely earliest release 
date not until April 2015, 
when he will be almost 60 
years of age. 

“It is our hope that his 
time in custody leads him

to demonstrating true 
remorse for his crimes.” 

“Even though we are 
unlikely to see the recovery 
of the stolen funds, we are 
greatly encouraged by the 
continuous generous 
giving of our members, 
who have remained loyal 
during this very difficult 
period,” he added. 

Pastor Lowe said they 
would be continuing to 
support Methuen’s now 
estranged wife, who he said 
knew nothing of the 
crimes.

Councils get £l.8m for 
weekly bin collections 


DUDLEY Council has been awarded £1.8million of gov¬ 
ernment funding to continue weekly bin collections and 
increase recycling services across the borough. The local 
authority is one of 85 around the country which have had 
their application for the cash approved by the Department 
for Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Bosses plan to use the money on extra 
vehicles, boxes, bags and staff in order to roll 
out the plastic bottle and cardboard recy¬ 
cling trial to all households in the borough. 

The trial, which currently runs at 11,000 
households, has an average take-up rate of 
83 per cent and has resulted in a 68 per cent 
rise in the amount of material collected. 

The funding will also enable the council to 
continue its weekly household waste collec¬ 
tion service for at least another five years, to 
provide recycling collections for schools and 
to look at ways of encouraging residents to 
recycle more. 

Receive 

The expanded recycling collection 
schemes will be rolled out from next spring 
and the process is expected to take up to 18 
months. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, said: “I’m 
delighted that we have been successful in 
this bid. 

“It will enable us to roll out our popular 
cardboard and plastic bottle recycling trial 
and retain the weekly waste collection 
service.” 

Residents can still recycle cardboard at 
the household recycling and waste centre in 
Stourbridge until they receive their new col¬ 
lection and plastic bottles can be taken to a 
number of sites across the borough.

New meeting call on retirement village scheme

RESIDENTS will hold a second public 
meeting to discuss under-fire plans for an 
£18 million retirement village on the site of 
a former school in Cradley. 

Midland Heart has lodged proposals for 
the scheme, which would offer 130 apart¬ 
ments, but is facing opposition from people 
living nearby. Residents have already 
spoken out about the project at a meeting 
with the developer last week. 

Many said they felt the former Cradley 
High School site was the wrong location and 
feared it would cause major disruption. One 


worry raised was that security lighting 
which would be installed could impact on 
neighbours. Harry Bloomer, of Walmley 
Close, said: “This is not the same as other 
developments in the area, such as the one 
built in Russells Hall. That is near to facili¬ 
ties such as shops and churches. 

“This would not be. These residents 
would be cut off. It would be like a stalag. 

“I understand security lighting will also 
be installed. This building will be sitting on 
top of a hill and will be seen for miles 
around. It will be an eyesore.” Now, a second 


public meeting has been called by the 
Friends of Homer Hill Park to allow people 
to voice their concerns. 

Val Bloomer, secretary for the friends 
group, said: “We want as many people to 
come along as possible so we can make sure 
their concerns are raised with Midland 
Heart and the council.” 

Project manager Nick Bradley, from 
Midland Heart, said the firm would work 
with residents to address issues raised. He 
said the development would be within the 
footprint of the old school and would offer a 


range of facilities for residents, including a 
gym, social bar, hair salon and computer 
suite. It would employ more than 40 staff. 

The apartments would be available to buy 
or rent, or be taken on as shared ownership. 

Every unit will have its own front 
entrance door, while bigger apartments will 
incorporate a second bedroom, with enough 
space for wheelchair access. There would be 
garden and woodland areas. 

Plans for a separate development of 11 
private-sale houses have been submitted as 
part of the application to Dudley Council. 


Cable views how students 
can evolve in the workplace

HUNDREDS of community figures gathered 
to see Business Secretary Vince Cable offi¬ 
cially open a long-awaited addition to Dudley 
College - where he was given first-class 
treatment testing out a plane simulator. 

Mr Cable was there to open its Learning Quarter, called 
Dudley Evolve. His visit included testing out a plane simu¬ 
lator used to train future cabin crew. He toured the new 
three-storey building on Thursday with students and staff. 

Mr Cable spent almost an hour being guided around the 
building, which includes coffee shops, a theatre and open- 
plan art and design workshops. He later said he was 
impressed with the £18 million Dudley Learning Quarter, 
which is part of the new building. “It would have been diffi¬ 
cult for the young people to feign the enjoyment and enthu¬ 
siasm there is around this place,” he said. 

Mr Cable spoke of how he had “grown up with the further 
education sector”, recalling how his own father had left 
school at 15 before working in a factory and studying hard 
to become a teacher. 

College principal Lowell Williams was also thrilled with 
the new building, saying: “I’m kind of amazed we’re here 
today. We were standing waiting for a pot of money that 
never came.” In May it was announced Barclays Corporate 


and Investment Banking division had stepped up to help 
fund the Learning Quarter, along with the new Dudley 
Sixth A-level centre. 

Mr Cable also announced funding packages for the college 
and Halesowen and Stourbridge colleges. He said: “These 
projects will transform the learning environment for thou¬ 
sands of students in the West Midlands.” At Dudley, a rant 


of £2.2m will cover a third of the £6.6m cost of a new engi¬ 
neering building - known as the Dudley Advance scheme - 
in Priory Road. 

Stourbridge has won a £2.3m grant towards a £3.4m 
Health and Social Care Building. Halesowen has attracted 
a £1.9m towards its £5.9m modernised teaching and learn¬ 
ing accommodation, including provision for animal care.

Stranded driver in hunt 
for flood rescue ‘anger 



Mariann Smith’s car, the furthest away, trapped in water in Hawne Lane 


A DISABLED pensioner is 
searching for an “angel” 
called Ben who rescued her 
from her car when it was 
engulfed by a torrent of water 
after heavy rainfall. 

Mariann Smith, aged 70, has 
described how the embankment, yards 
from the River Stour, suddenly 
“exploded”, sending water cascading 
onto Hawne Lane, Halesowen, at the 
junction with Corngreaves Road, 
Cradley Heath. 

She believes 
she would have 
died had it not 
been for the 
actions of a 
motorist called 
Ben, who talked 
to her to keep her 
calm until her son 
arrived and the 
two men man¬ 
aged to open the 
door, against the 
force of the water, to free her. Mrs 
Smith, a widow who suffers with 
arthritis and walks with sticks, said: 
“He’s an angel.” 

She was on her way to babysit four of 
her grandchildren in Cradley Heath at 
about 7am last Wednesday when the 
drama happened during heavy rain. 

Mrs Smith, of Woodridge Road, 
Halesowen, said: “I turned the corner 
and the embankment exploded with 
tons and tons of water that cascaded on 
to me and the car was full of water up 
to my chest.” 

She added: “I want to thank Ben so 
very much, without him I think I would 
have died.” 

The flood was caused by a sewer 
blockage, it emerged afterwards. 

Neighbours of the flooding hotspot 
are calling for action by councils to 
keep drains clear after Mrs Smith’s car 


and another one cars were swamped 
when water cascaded on to the road. 

Fire crews and Dudley Council said 
the water came from blocked drains in 
Hawne Lane but Sandwell Council said 
it originated in a Severn Trent Water 
sewer. 

Residents in Clancey Way said the 
spot floods at least once a year and want 
both Sandwell and Dudley Councils to 
take action. 

Clean 

Helen Rooney, aged 32, said: “It’s 
flooded roughly once a year since I 
moved here four years ago.” 

Another resident, who asked not to be 
named, said: “I’ve complained to both 
Dudley and Sandwell Councils about the 
drains - they should clean them more 
often.” Dudley Councillor Judy Foster 


said: “This flood appears to have been 
caused by blocked drains and a blocked 
sewer so we have contacted Sandwell 
Council and Severn Trent.” 

Sandwell Councillor Ian Jones said it 
had now been established that a Severn 
Trent sewer was the source. 

A teenage girl suffered serious head 
injuries when she was hit by a falling 
tree in High Street, Wollaston, near 
Stourbridge, at about 3.50pm on 
Thursday, while a second girl suffered 
a shoulder injury. 

Both were treated at the scene 
before being taken to Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. 

Neighbours in Paradise, Dudley, had 
a lucky escape when a tree crashed 
down into an empty house. It smashed 
into the roof and crushed fences.

Village's oldest home 
has a healthy history 


THE rich history of the 
oldest building in Pelsall is 
celebrated with the launch 
of a new book by local his¬ 
torian Annita Bates. 

The writer recently led a tour of 
Pelsall Hall Residential Home, on 
Paradise Lane, joined by Walsall 
Mayor Dennis Anson and around 
30 other guests, as she walked and 
talked through the building’s 
history 

The hall was first built as a 
manor house in 1616 and docu¬ 
ments show that in 1622 it belonged 
to a Mr Dickenson of Pelsall and a 
Mr Sparrey of Kings Norton. 

For six years it was then owned 
by a George Cradock who had been 
given it in 1637 by his mother, Eliz¬ 
abeth Cradock of Caverswall 
Castle. When Mr Cradock died of 
smallpox his wife Dorothy inher¬ 
ited the property. Dorothy Cradock 
married and her husband, Sir 
Orlando Bridgeman, took part own¬ 
ership of the manor. 

The couple also owned extensive

areas of land around Pelsall, includ¬ 
ing the common lands. 

In 1752 the Hussey Family of 
Little Wyrley moved into the prop¬ 
erty, before selling it in 1785 to 
Issac Charles. It remained in the 
Charles family for generations, 
right up until 1917, when it was 
sold to Walsall Health Authority. 

Sanatorium 

The Charles family held many 
fundraising events at the hall, 
including a tea party in 1877 where 
there was a marquee, a brass band, 
dancing, songs and speeches with 
tea. 

Before the First World War plans 
had been made to open a sanato¬ 
rium in Walsall for sufferers of 
tuberculosis, and in 1917 Pelsall 
Hall was bought from the Charles 
family and converted into such a 
facility. It officially opened on 
October 23, 1918, just a few weeks 
after the end of the war. 

The sanatorium had 37 beds -17 
for men, 14 for women, and six for 


children. Men and women were 
housed in open-walled blocks situ¬ 
ated in the grounds of the hall, 
while the children’s wards were 
within the main house. 

The facilities were improved in 
1924 when the old hall was con¬ 
verted into a dining and recre¬ 
ational area with a snooker table 
and a wireless. 

By the mid-1930s patients were 
being cared for at a purpose-built 
hospital in Goscote. Patient 
numbers at Pelsall fell. 

As a result, the sanatorium 
closed in 1950 and the hall became 
Walsall Nurse Training School. 

It was not until 1988 that it 
became a care home for the elderly, 
run by Greensleeves Homes Trust, 
before undergoing a £3.5m refit in 
2008. 

Ms Bates’ book, ‘The Charles 
Family and Pelsall Hall’, from 
which the photographs on this page 
are taken, is on sale in the Walsall 
branch of Waterstones and in Bal¬ 
loons, on High Street, Pelsall, from 
the beginning of December.

His friends have also tweeted, to pay their 
respects. The youngster was playing football 
at an after- school club when he collapsed.

MPs plead for assistance as 
closures mean steel jobs go 


MPS are calling for action after steel 
giant Tata announced the closure of 
four sites, including three in the 
Dudley borough, with the loss of 117 
jobs. 

Moves to shut sites in Dudley, Kingswinford, 
Cradley and Wombourne are part of a shake-up 
that will see 900 jobs go nationwide. 

The Government is being urged to intervene 
and support the affected workers. In Dudley, 36 
jobs will go, while in Kingswinford 18 are to be 
lost. In Cradley, 72 out of 82 workers will be 
transferred to Wednesfield, and a further 53 
jobs will be lost in Wombourne. 

Margot James, MP for Stourbridge, said she 
would be seeking assurances that the Cradley 


site will be brought back into use. “Otherwise it 
will go for housing like so many other sites,” she 
said. While Gavin Williamson, MP for South 
Staffordshire, said he would get in touch with 
Business Secretary Vince Cable. 

“I will ask Vince Cable what can be done to 
support those people losing their jobs,” he said. 

“I’ve also requested a meeting with one of the 
directors of Tata UK to see if there is any way 
they will rethink this decision. 

“If they cannot then we need to ensure the 
sites are brought back into use for manufactur¬ 
ing as soon as possible. 

“I will speak to the chief executive of South 
Staffordshire Council and to the chairman of 
the Staffordshire Local Enterprise Partnership 
to see if there is anything they can do to encour¬ 
age businesses into the site in Wombourne. But 


it will be important to speak with Tata to find 
out what their plans are in relation to making it 
an employment site as quickly as possible.” 

A worker at the Dudley site in Pedmore Road, 
who asked not to be named, said he was 
“gutted” and described it as “bad news before 
Christmas - especially for the lads with fami¬ 
lies”. 

Tata, which took over the Corus sites in 2006, 
said the moves were intended to make it more 
competitive as it coped with a steel market that 
has slumped by nearly a third in the past five 
years and showed little sign of recovery as the 
worldwide slump continues. 

Paul Steele, managing director for distribu¬ 
tion in the UK & Ireland, said: “We realise this 
proposal will be of great concern to our employ¬ 
ees.”

New Skoda Rapid is practical and a great performer 


Look hard at the front of the new 
Skoda Rapid and what does it 
remind you of? 

Is it a simply styled, modern looking car 
or a lucky four-leafed clover, thanks to the 
way the head and fog lights are positioned? 

If you’re a car buyer, it may be the first 
description; if a designer of the newcomer 
from the Czech Republic, it will be the 
second. 

You may conclude from this divide that 
car designers live on another planet (the 
rear lights are inspired by the Czech glass 
industry, apparently), but you can’t doubt 
the passion that went into shaping this 
mid-price family car. 

The Rapid is designed (very thoroughly) 
to sit above the smaller Fabia and below the 
larger Octavia, a car that’s going to grow in 
size and stature when the next one arrives 
some time in 2013. 

It majors on practicality, with enough 
room in the rear for adults to feel comfort¬ 
able and a simply huge boot hidden nicely 
in a shape that looks somewhere between 
practical hatch and posher saloon at the 
back. 



Underneath are familiar bits of suspen¬ 
sion from other cars in the VW Group and 
under the bonnet you’ll discover a choice of 
diesel and petrol engines also shared with 
cars bearing VW, Seat and Audi badges. 

The result of this hidden commonality is 
twofold; it means the use of mechanical bits 
built in huge numbers and therefore honed 
for business and, thanks to economies of 
scale, relatively inexpensive to make. 

That means, in Skoda’s case perhaps 
especially, that you get a lot of car for your 
money. The new Rapid starts at £12,900 
but you fancy most buyers will find the 
near £1,000 needed to climb to SE grade, 
bringing with it alloy wheels, air condition¬ 
ing and trip computer missing from the 
bargain basement S version. 

That means the £14,650, 1.2 litre petrol 
engined car tested here, third from bottom 
in a price range that levels off with the 
£17,850 of the 1.6 diesel Elegance model, 
does not feel remotely like a car bought on 
price alone. 


One Skoda person at the launch of the 
car (definitely not a designer) said cus¬ 
tomers ‘have had enough of this shiny, 
bling, bling stuff.’ The Rapid is low on bling 
but high on a feeling, shared across the VW 
Group cars, that solid quality matters most 
for long-term satisfaction. 

If the outside of the Rapid is crisp and 
modern in a low-key way, the interior is 
simple, with obvious attention to detail, 
easily read instruments but not a bit of 
bling to be seen. You may well think that’s 
a good thing. 

Easy 

A much dearer diesel model tried before 
the petrol powered car tested here certainly 
made for an easy drive, with fewer gear 
changes and a creditable 64mpg on the trip 
computer at journey’s end. 

The smaller petrol engine tested here 
needed more revs and returned 47mpg (and 
promised 114mph and 0-62mph in 11.2 
seconds) but still felt a much bigger unit 
than the spec sheet indicated. Sweet and 
willing around town, it pulled this largish 
car along the motorway without breaking 
sweat.

SO, Albion have finally grabbed 
some national attention. 

Their ability to deal with increasing fame 
could now shape the rest of this remarkable 
season, writes Steve Madeley. 

The vibes are encouraging. It is difficult to 
imagine that a more humble, grounded 
squad has ever occupied a top-three spot so 
far into a Premier League season. 

Yet still Steve Clarke will know many of 
his players moved deeper into uncharted 
territory with victory at Sunderland. 

How they handle the glare of the spotlight 
and the mounting expectation of their sup¬ 
porters will determine to a huge degree 
whether they can turn their stunning four 
months into a truly memorable season. 

The latest Baggies performance brought 
another fine away win, a couple more 
notable records, a thoroughly-deserved 
third place and some long-overdue acclaim. 

Challenge 

Suddenly Clarke’s side are being noticed 
by a nation that largely overlooked the 
club’s steady ascent of the rankings and 
their construction of a squad of genuine top¬ 
flight quality in recent times. 

And that belated acclaim will alter the 
rules for players and coaches who finally, 
after a fabulous 4-2 win on Wearside took 
them to 26 points, were forced to acknowl¬ 
edge that a challenge for Europe is now 
more than simply a flight of fancy. 

Clarke spoke for the first time of “re¬ 
assessing” Albion’s targets if their stellar 
form continues while Shane Long, the most 
humble of goalscoring heroes, admitted that 
“everybody dreams” when pushed on the 
issue of European football. 

As battle cries go they were hardly atten¬ 
tion-grabbing, yet they were the first signs 
that the hopes which are building among 
supporters have begun to permeate the 
walls of The Hawthorns dressing room. 

It is no wonder, given days like Saturday, 


when 685 Baggies fans left home for a 
lunchtime fixture in the north-east and 
were richly rewarded with a wonderful 
match - and an even better outcome. 

Against the Black Cats, Clarke’s men had 
the patience, creativity and goalscoring 
potency to claim a triumph that their intel¬ 
ligent, controlled performance merited. 

The win owed something to luck, with a 
howler from home keeper Simon Mignolet 
and a successful but disappointing piece of 
‘simulation’ from Albion’s Liam Ridge well 
bringing them crucial goals at important 
moments. 

Yet only the most one-eyed home sup¬ 
porter could dispute Clarke’s verdict that 
anything short of victory would have been a 
travesty. It was hard, too, to argue with his 
view that his side had, at times, been a “joy 
to watch”. There were spells when they 
moved the ball with a crispness the Black 


Cats could only dream of. Albion were 
rewarded after 30 minutes as Zoltan Gera 
produced a moment of brilliance, bending a 
powerful left-footed screamer into the top 
corner after Peter Odemwingie had created 
the opportunity. 

They had a two-goal margin just before 
half-time when Mignolet spilled Chris 
Brunt’s over-hit flick at the feet of Long, 
handing the Irishman his seventh and sim¬ 
plest goal of the season. 

Albion continued to play the more cohe¬ 
sive football but were pegged back with 16 
minutes to go when Craig Gardner’s free- 
kick struck fellow substitute Marc-Antoine 
Fortune and looped over a helpless Boaz 
My hill. 

But seven minutes later Ridgewell burst 
into the box and tumbled, anticipating 
contact from Adam Johnson that never 
came. It was an unseemly act by a steady 


performer, but Romelu Lukaku showed no 
mercy with an emphatic penalty. 

By the time Stephane Sessegnon pulled 
another goal back in a goalmouth scramble 
there were just three minutes plus stoppage 
time for the Baggies to negotiate, and they 
ave their fans more to cheer when Lukaku 
roke and fed Fortune, who completed the 
scoring with the final kick of the match. 

It gave the Baggies their best 13-game 
record since 1953/54, when the likes of Ray 
Barlow and Ronnie Allen took them to 
second place and FA Cup success 
And it meant four straight wins in the top 
flight for the first time since 1980, when 
Derek Statham, Bryan Robson and Cyrille 
Regis were in their pomp.
